was formed three years ago at that Univer- 
sity, has continued t exhibit the most con- 
spicuous signs of progressive activity. The 
unabated zeal of Khe Right RevererdPresi- 
dent, in recommending the subject, on eve- 
ry proper occasion, to the attention of hia 
Clergy, has led to the most important re- 
suits, as to the discovery of the existing 
wants of the Scriptares, the planning of 
suitable measures for relieving that want, 
and the excitement of very general atten- 
tion to the value and importance of the 
Bible, as a revelation of the Divine will, 
for the salvation and everlastmg happiness 
of lost mankind. ‘Much also of what bas 
been eflected by this Society, ‘is, next to 
the Divine blessing, to be ascribed to the 
unwearied diligence and perseverance of 
the Rev. Mr. Norman, Professor of the 
Oricntal languages, on whom is devolved 
the care of the depots, as well as the office 
of Secretary.

Of the residence and labors of the Mis-

“The house occupied by the Missiona- 
ries was formerly that of the Resident, and 
was given to the Mission by the Queen of 
Travancore. It is situated at Nagracoil, 
about four miles from Malandy, in a heal- 
thy and central situation, close to the 
southern extremity of the Ghauts, and 
snrrounded by scenery of singular sublimi- 
ty and grandeur. 

The district allotted to the labors of the 
Mission in South Travancore comprehends 
Ten distinet Stations, or Villages, most of 
which have Churches and Schools, and all 
increasing Congregations. At each Station, 
the Word of God is read every Sabbath 
day, by a Native Catechist ; who also 
preaches, as well as his measure of knowl- 
edge will enable him. It is a part of the 
employment of the Missionaries to instruct 
the Catechists more perfectly. 

Hundreds of the Natives had renounced 
all connection with Heathenism. ‘They 
had cast their Household Gods out of doors ; 
and, on their public professien «! Christiani- 
ty, each of them had voluntarily presented 
a note of hand, declarative at once of his 
renunciation of idolatry, and of bis deter- 
mination to serve the Living and True Gud.

Carlscrona, Sweden, Jan. 29, 1819. 

You will remember, that, when we talk- 
ed over the subject of my being stationed 
another winter in Scandinavia, it appear- 
ed desirable, that some part of the season 
should be devoted to several places in the 
southern and eastern provinces of Sweden, 
which had not hitherto been visited by any 
of your agents ; and lying so much out © 
the ordinary route, it was not likely that 
any of us would have so favorable an op- 
portunity for some time tocome. Much, 
therefore, asl could have wished, on sev- 
eral accounts, to have spent the entire 
winter in Copenhagen, | felt the superior 
call of daty to proceed into a neighboring 
kingdom.

Three hundred and fitty families have been as- 
sisted by the distribution of one thousand four 
hundred and sixty six articles of clothing—and 
many others-have been aided by the loan of ne- 
cessary articles. 

On this occasion, when the attention of our 
friends is particularly directed to the operations 
of this society, and their feelings peculiarly alive 
to its interests, we would gladly avail ourseives 
ofthe opportunity to urge on them the importance 
of enlarging our means. 

The rapid growth of our population—the in- 
creasing number of applicants for charitable re- 
lief—the constant importation of multitudes of 
these indigents, who tend to depress our own 
poor—these facis demonstrate to us the wnavoida- 
ble increase of this class of society, and the conse- 
quent imperious obligation devolving on us and 
the patrons of this society, to new and greater ef- 
forts for an increase of funds somewhat in the ra- 
tio of these demands. 

While we forbear to present to our friends those 
common motives to beneficence, which, from the 
very frequency of repetition, have ceased to be- 
come effectual on occasions like the present; we 
would beg leave to notice an objection, entertain- 
ed by some agains! the system of charity practi- 
sed by this society. Itis, that this mode of dis- 
pensing aid to the poor, diminishes the necessity 
of exertion on their part, and thus fosters inde- 
lence and vice. But it requires only a slight in- 
spection of our system of operations to convince 
the objector that such a fear is groundless ; it be- 
ing one of the most important and arduous du- 
ties of the Directors to investigate the merit of 
applicants, in order to guard against a misap- 
plication of that charity, which they do not distri- 
bute without solicitude, anda deep conviction 
of their responsibility. And ifinstauces have oc- 
curred in which they have been deceived, these 
have been rare and seasonably detected. But 
the fact that our funds are in a great measure ap- 
plied to the relief of actual suffering, is our best 
reply to such an objection. At any time, the as- 
sistance afforded to an individual family is so tri- 
fling, that it could not contribute to a support, 
or at all supercede the necessity of effort. T'es- 
timony is not wanting of the important assistance 
afforded to virtaous poverty, by the funds of this 
society. 

To those whoonly relieve the poverty they wit- 
nets at their door or in the passing beggar of the 
street, we can convey no just feeling of the good 
resulting from a plan of benevolence like this, 
It is only a personal visit te the wretched abode 
of disease and want, where we behold the wid- 
owed, or worse than widowed mother, the only de- 
pendence of her starving infants, herself perhaps 
disabled by disease, and whose only apartment 
is the corner ofa cellar; we repeat, that it is Only 
a personal visil to some of these numerous unfor- 
tunates, that can make us feel and jusily appre- 
crate with the relieved sufferer, the importance 
of some trifling bene faction judiciously bestowed. 


{ “In closing eur remarks, we would only add the 


request, that each Member of our Society would 
cherish the pleasing assurance that her portion of 
this charity, however scanty, does indeed con- 
tribute to augment the measure of human happi- 
ness, and alleviate the sum sf human misery. 
This thought, we asebappy to believe, will prove 
an ample reward for past benefactions, and an a- 
bundant security for the future.
